As understood here,’ the statement is 
in response .to the desire of. the iAmer- 
ican public for elucidation of Japan's 
purpose, and there is reason to beileve 
tbat it. reaffirms thé promiiaes made by 
Japan to China in the tréaty of 1915. 

Responsible Japanese authorities have 
repeatedly declared that Japan. would 
restore to China- her sovereignty in 
Shantung after Germany, in fulfillment 
of the treaty of peace, surrendered title 
to Shantung to Japan. Japan also has 
promised to admit China to joint control 
of.the Tsing-tao-Tsinan-Fu Railway. 

It is thought that no specific date is 
mentioned in, the statement for the res- 
toration to China of her sovereignty in 
Shantung. Whether the failure of China 
to sign the treaty with Germany plays 
any part in the matter is not known. 

The foréign: policy ‘of Japan at the 
peace conference in. respect to Shar< 
tung and Korea was. criticised in a 
statement made recently at Tokio by 
Viscount Kato, former Foreign Minister 
and President of the opposition party. 
In part he said: 

‘In the matter of Shantung Japan’s 
prestige has been greatly lowered in the 
eyes of the world, on account of the 
slipshod manner in Which it was han- 
diéd by the Gévernment. Strictly spéak- 
ing, the question should not have occa- 
sioned such trouble as it did, since the 
disposition of Shantung had been clearly 
settled between Japan’ and China’ by 
treaty. It is not a question that should 
be décided by the intérvention of a third 
party. Despite this fact, the Japanese 
delegates were summoned before thé 
Peace Conference as if’ they were de- 
fendants and tried to apeak, in ach. cir- 
cumstances. 

“With regard ‘to the Shantung ques- 
tion it is necessary that China shouid 
be taught that the establishment of an 
exclusive settlement and the building of 
railways by Japan does by no means 
constitute a violation of China~ sover- 
eignty.”

450,000 Employes Ask for a 44- 
Hour Week and 20 Cents 
an Hour Increase.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—Organized 
labor, .as.represented. by the railroad 
shopmen, today flatly rejected the pro- 
gram recommended by. President Wilson 
for thé establishment of a Fedéral Com- 
mission to adjust wage disputes nad to 
dictate rates, and served notice on the 
President and Director General of Rail- 
roads Hines that unless Congress pro- 
vided the money for a cash settlement 
of their demands the railroad sys- 
tems would be tied up by a strike not 
later than Sept. 2, Mr. Hines told the 
men that he did not have the money 
»with. which to pay the increase: The 
President, according to the railroad rep- 


the Railways Einployes’ ent of 
the American’ Federation of Labor, who’ 
acted as their spokesman, said‘ the tem- 
per of the men was. such that he did not 
know whether they could be «controlled 
until the strike vote now being taken. 
was completed. 

The men were in a mood, ‘he said, to 
@emand the democratization, not only of 
the: railways, but of the basic indus- 
triés, such:'as‘ steel, coal, the packing 
industry, and possibly others, along 
lies suggested in the so-called Plumb 
plan, which ;would: require. the Govern-» 
ment to purchase the industries-and to 
give the workers a,share of the profits. 

** As we. see it," he said, ‘‘ there is 
only one satisfactory settlement of the 
problem confronting the nation. That 
has two parts. First, .cash payment to 
meet the demands of the employe as & 
temporary measure of relief; second, the 
application of the Plumb plan to the 
failroads and to the basic industries. 
There is a growing demand upon the 
part of the working men for this move- 
ment.. It is the. only effective cure.” 

This position also was taken today 
by the Rallroad Brotherhoods in a 
statement issued through the Plumb 
Plan League and signed Warren S. 
Stone, Grand Chief of the*Brotherhood 
er| of Locomotive Engineers, and other 
prominent officials. In “this. statement, 
while attempting to deprecate -published 
reports that the Brother ‘wére tak- 
ing advantage of the present economic 
situation to hold. up Congress, the rail- 
road.chiefs said that *“it-marks the step 
by which. organized labor Passes from 
demands for wage increases to demands 
that. the. aystem of profits in industry 
be overhauled.’’ 

The statement also says “‘ We. demand 
that the owners of capital, Who repre- 
sent only financial interest . distin- 
guished from operating and 
energy, be retired from management."
